SAILING GUNBOATS OF THE UNITED STATES NAVY

Several interesting comments concerning my article "Sailing Gunboats of the Uni 
States Navy" have been made by Messrs, Grant and Hornsby, In writing this article, 
it was necessary for lack of evidence and fact, to resort to some assumption ani | 
assertion, The comments they made have been quite welcomed, for they help to fill | 
in some of the gaps that occur in the development and history of the gunboat, 


However, a few of their facts I do not fully agree with, and I add the following 


ta, substantiate my position in the matter, Mr. Grant states that the gunboats that 
Crossed the Atlantic to take part in the Mediterranean campaign arrived after the 
Hostilition were over and therefore did not engage in any fighting in those waters.) 
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It is agreed that the war was over but some of the gunboats did have armed engage- 
ments, By reference to the Office of Naval Records and Library, it has bean deter- 
mined that at least two of the gic >igunboats that reached the Mediterranean had 
trouble with other nations! vessels. Gunboat No. 3 was captured by the Spanish 
Naval vessels off Gibralter and somewhere in the Mediterranean Gunboat No. 6 had a 
brush with the British, This being the case, it is correct to state that some of 
the gunboats did engage in fighting in the Mediterranean.

Also, Mr, Grant states that Jefferson must be held responsible for the gunboat 
era of the U. S- because the President must be held responsible for everything in 
his administraticn unioss he goes on record as opposing it. Based on a study mado 
in our public library, it is fairly conclusive to me that Jefferson relied on his 
naval advisors and their mistakes were considered his. From it I conclude that 
Commodore Preble urged upon the government the need for the defensive gunboats and 
at his suggestion the construction of the first of the fleet of the Jefferson period 
were begun, being Gunboats Nos..1 to 10 inclusive.

Now as to Jefferson's ability to advise or judge on naval vessels suitable for 
the defense of our waters, I quote the following from a letter from Jefferson to 
Thomas Paine, written Sept, 6, 1807: 









"Dear Sir, 









I received last night your favor of August 29 and with it a model of 
a contrivance for making one gunboat do nearly double execution, It has all 
the ingenuity and simplicity which generally mark your inventions. J am not 
nautical enough to judge whether two guns may be too heavy for the bow, or 

whether any other objections will countervail the advantages it offers and 

which I see visibly enough, I send it this day to the Secretary of the Navy, 
within whose department it lies to try and to judge it." 





















_ From this letter and others, I can agree that Jefferson probably favored the 
gunboat, but from his statement that he was "not nautical enough to Judes", and 

from the fact that the leading naval advisors advised him to accept the gunboat, it 
is my opinion that they and not Jefferson are to blame for the gunboat 621.

In order to give the readers what I hope is an unpublished plan of 2 gunboat, I 
have redrawn the British flat-bottomed gunboat of 1783, This plan was obtainec 
from the Admiralty files and was drawn by a Geo.

Color Schemes of Sailing Ships. . .. . Gordon Grant 

In answer to a query in the April issue of the Secretary's Monthly Letter | 
(Vol. I, No. 3) on the subject of color schemes prevalent on. the old sailing ships « 
I can not put my hand on or even quote my authority, but am convinced that almost ~ 
invariably American ships were painted black with, or without, a gold o» yellow 
chain strake. Inboard the bulwarks were white, as were the deck houses. Trim on 
doors, etc,, was a medium green or blue and this color was used for the roof of 
deck houses, scuttle butts and waterways. Masts that were finished "brirht", i.e. 
oiled, were usually painted white at the doublings, tops and cross trax... 





This was my recollection of a number of wooden ships back in the nineties, 
and I am quite sure tne same thing prevailed in the clipper ships. | I h2va scen a 
ship with light vbuff instead of white, but am inclined to think the! skipror ani the
